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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA, 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Tiers  are  two  sources  of  supply ;  the  first,  owned,  by 
the  Council  at  Rhode  Barton,  gives  an  average  daily  yield 
of  48,000  gallons;  the  second,  owned  by  a  private  water 
company  from  Pinhay,  has  an  average  daily  yield  of  750,)000 
gallons*  The  Council  take  a  minimum  of  50,000  gallons 
per  day  from  the  Pinhay  source  with  an  arrangement  to  increase 
this  up  to  150,000  gallons.  Both  supplies  are  continuously 
chlorinated.  The  Pinhay  water  is  very  hard, but  pure  in 
cpality*  Over  JOjo  of  the  houses  have  water  laid  on,  and 
the  rest  have  taps  put side.

DRAINAGE  ATP  SEWERAGE. 

The  Western  part  of  the  town  is  drained  by  a  9"  sewer 
to  a,  12"  iron  outfall  at  the  Cobb.  The  centre  of  the  town 
is  drained  by  9">  12"  and  15"  sewers,  and  the  valley  by  9" 
and  12"  sewers  in  the- rivor  bed.  These  join  at  the  river 
mouth  and  discharge  to  sea  by  an  18"  iron  outfall.  Both 
outfalls  discharge  slightly  beyond  low  water  mark,  No, 
intermediate  retaining  tanks  are  installed,  and  no  Nuisance 
is  created  on  the  foreshore  by  sewage  from  the  outfalls. 

The  whole  town  is  on  the  water  carriage  system,  except 
for  a  few  huts  on  the  Western  Beach  from  which  the  Council 
collect  and  dispose  of  the  pa.il  contents. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING, 


Over  a  thousand  bins  are  collated  once  weekly  of 
household  and  trade  refuse.  The  refuse- is  conveyed  to  a 
tip  on  the  cliffs  east  of  the  town.'''  All  main  streets  are 
swept  daily  and  gulleys  cleared  weekly.  Litter  baskets 
are  provided  in  the  main  streets  and  are  emptied  daily.

Camping  Sires, 

Timber  Hill  Camp,  composed  of  Nissen  huts  erected  and 
uo •-  i  by  the  Military  during  the  war,  was  occupied  as  a 
Holiday  Camp  by  240  children  from  one  of  the  large  towns  during 
August*  Because  of  a  case  of  Scarlet  Fever,  and  the  very 
unsatisfactory  conditions  in  the  Camp,  steps  were  taken  to  have 
this  place  closed. 


Rodent  Control. 


A  full-time  Rodent  Officer  is  employed  by  the  Council 
and  he. reports  that  390  inspections  were  made,  107  infest¬ 
ations  were  discovered,  none  of  them  being  of  a  heavy 
naturee  3^9  dead  rats  and  mice  were  found  after  treatment. 
Drains  and  sewers  were  treated  9  times,  but  there  were  no 
takes.,  River  banks  were  treated  3  times,  and  the  refuse 
tip  15  times.  The  Block  Control  System,  advised  by  the 
Ministry  of  Food,  was  carried  out.  Liaison  was  maintained 
with  Dorset  W.A.E.C,  and  the  Axminster  R, D.C,
